LITTLE CHILDREN 

When Froebel was looking for a 
name suitable for his system of edu 
he did not call it Child 
or Child House." but 
"Child Garden." and he intended 
that the "gardener" of the kinder- 
garten should be the teacher herself. 

Nearly half of Froebels Mother 
Plays deal with the things of nature. 
At one time he said. "A little child 
freely seeks flowers and cher- 
cares for them in order to 
into a bouquet for parents 
or teachers cannot be a bad child, or 
become a bad man. Such a child ean 
easily be led to the love, and to a 
knowledge of his Father— God— who 
give him such gifts." 

Love of nature Is the heritage of 
childhood. It is a tendency in every 
child of every land, be 
white or yellow.

Fomialdehyde is one of the most 
powerful disinfectants known, but it 
Is a very weak insecticide; and, con- 
versely, hydrocyanic add is deadly 
for inescts and all forms of animal 
life, while it has little power as a 
germicide or disinfectant t is well 
to remember also that "deodorants" 
are not necessarily disinfectants- 
one destroys odor, the other destroys 
germs. 

No single disinfectant is appropri- 
ate in all cases. Select the proper 
apply liberally, allow am- 
for the disinfectant to do its 
and remember that success de- 
pends in large part upon the care and 
exactness of the person who pre- 
pares and applies the disinfectant

Results already obtained la the 

poultry culling demonstrations being 
conducted over the state by the ex- 
tension division of the College of 
Agriculture Indicate that the annual 
quota of one third of the bens in 
Kentucky will stop laying within the 
next month and loaf until spring, ac- 
cording to H. R. Jackson, one of the 
college poultry mea The demonstra- 
tions, which aro being held to show 
farmers and poultrymea how to dis- 
tinguish between laying 
hens, also show that the percentage 
of culls in flocks that have been fed 
and managed according to recom 

attention was paid to the fading and 
care of the birds. Mr. Jackson said. 

He has conducted demonstrations 
on a total of 24 flocks up to the pres 
ent time and handled 1,417 birds, 28 
per cent of which, or 411, showed 
the characteristic signs that they 
had stopped laying. The percentage 
of loafers in some flocks was as high 
as 58 per cent, while In other flocks 
•hat had ben well cared for the per 
centage of culls was found to be as 
low as eight per cent. Thirty-five 
birds in one poorly managed flock of 
SO hens had stopped laying while 
only three in another flock of 35 
hens that had beet, well 
to be non-layers. 

"One poultry roan whose flock was 
culled In the demonstration found 
that keeping sour skim milk before 
the birds at all times and feeding 
hem a grain of equal parts of corn 
and oats at night was a good meth- 
od of keening up the egg production 
or his hens." Mr. Jackson said. "An 
other was obtaining good results by 
making a mash of ground oats and 
bran that was moistened with sour 
skim milkand fed during the day. He 
also gave them sour skim milk to 
drink. On the college farm good re- 
sults in egg production are obtained 
by keeping sour skim milk or butter- 
milk before the birds at all times 
and giving them a grain feed compos 
ed of seven parts of whole corn and 
three parts of oats. The hens are 
forced to drink the milk at the rate 
of one gallon a day for every thirty 
bens."

In value of material delivered; 
Texas and New York lead with near- 
ly $8,000,000 worth of material, and 
every state with the exception of five 
of the smaller one received supplies 
valued at over $1,000,000. 

This material has ben of great 
value in road construction, and there 
is hardly a county in the United 
States in which some of it has not 
been used.

There is still a large quantity of 
material in this country for distribu- 
tion. This will be further increased 
by material used by the army of oc- 
cupation in Germnay soon to be 
brought back.

Nearly all of the upland soils in 
Kentucky that are not of limestone 
origin and a large area of the state's 
limestone soils, including some ut 
those In the blue grass region, are 
acid to an injurious extent and need 
limestone before they can be expect- 
ed to produce the greatest crop 
yield, soil authorities who have in- 
vestigated the problem say.

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HUNDREDS OF DISABILITY 

CLAIMS FILEO IN STATE 

The American Legion state-wide 
campaign and service cencus result- 
ed in the tiling of many hundred 
claims for disability due to service 
In the world war. Almost every 
county In Kentucky has an American 
Legion service officer or Red Cross 
secretary whose services are avail 
able to assist disabled Kentucklaus 
In preparing their claims. 

To date Kentucky dlssbled ex-ser 
vice men's board has on file approxi 
mately 1,300 cases of men who are 
suffering disability on account of 
their world war service and who 
have not been able to secure ade- 
quate compensation. This board was 
created by the 1122 legislature for 
the purpose of assisting them In se 
curing their compensation. So far 
more than three hundred cases have 
been settled through the efforts of 
the board and other cases are being 
rapidly disposed of. Any disabled 
men who have not received proper 
compensation should write the sec- 
retory, Henry J. Sttbas, We Looisvllle 
Trust building, Louisville, and fur- 
nish him with details of disability 
and caaae of comptoatt, and Include 
the claim number which is found uu 
the right hand side efoorreepoadeuoe 
from the United States Veterans' 
Bureau. 

Jackson Morris, ehsisaiaii of the 
board, states that in addition to new 
claims and old claims as yet unset 
tied, that there are many Instances 
of men formerly drawing proper com- 
pensation who have had their com- 
pensation either decreased or entire- 
ly stopped without good cause.

FAILS TO NAME SITES 

After taking a total of fifteen bal- 
lots, the state normal school com- 
mission meeting at Lexington Friday 
adjourned to meet again subject to 
the call of the chairman, Judge E C. 
O'Rear, announcing that no decision 
was reached as to the location of the 
two normal schools authorised by 
the 1922 general assembly. 

Eleven ballots were taken on the 
nine sites offered in western Ken- 
tucky and four on the five sites In 
the eastern part of the state 

A majority of the eight members 
of the commission must agree on a 
site for Its selection, and one site in 
the western section and one of the 
sites received four 
of the needed Ave, 
according to W. 3. WaUen. of Pres 
lonsburg, the secretary of th« com 
mission. 

No other meeting Is expected for
